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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of 

Hexham  : — 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1953. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Vital  Statistics,  there  were 
125  live  births  and  118  deaths,  including  3 deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  in  the  district  in  1953.  The  estimated 
population  in  1953  was  9,377,  an  increase  of  97  over  1952. 
The  live  birth  rate  was  13.2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  pop- 
ulation, the  general  death  rate  11.09  Per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  24.0  per  1,000  live 
births. 

These  figures  show  that  the  birth  rate,  death  rate  and 
infant  mortality  rate  have  all  fallen  compared  with  1952. 
The  birth  rate  is  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales, 
the  death  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  are  very  close  to  the 
national  average.  The  infant  mortality  rate  is  much  below 
that  of  1952,  but  small  numbers  are  involved  each  year  and  the 
figure  fluctuates  considerably  from  year  to  year. 

Again  it  is  noted  that  over  half  the  deaths  were  of  persons 
over  70  years  of  age,  and  that  the  main  causes  of  death  were 
diseases  of  the  circulatory  system.  There  were  23  deaths 
from  malignant  diseases  compared  with  17  in  1952.  There 
was  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  Of  the  three  infant  deaths, 
two  were  due  to  congenital  malformations  and  one  was  due  to 
pneumonia. 

During  the  year  180  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified.  Of  these,  51  were  of  whooping  cough  and  86  of 
measles,  both  of  which  diseases  were  prevalent  throughout 
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the  country.  There  were  4 cases  of  poliomyelitis,  with  no 
deaths.  One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified  from  hospital. 
There  were  4 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with 
6 in  1952,  and  5 in  1951.  There  were  8 cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  compared  with  2 in  1952. 

In  1953,  25  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local 
Authority,  and  2 by  the  County  Council  (for  Police  Officers) 
and  18  by  private  persons.  21  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
abated. 

Water  was  pumped  from  Rowley  Burn  from  5th  August 
to  28th  September  to  maintain  the  reserve  in  the  reservoir. 
No  restrictions  were  necessary  in  the  use  of  water. 

Alterations  and  improvements  to  the  Sewage  Works  on 
Tyne  Green  have  continued. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor for  the  efficiency  with  which  he  has  carried  out  his  varied 
duties,  and  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  unfailing 
interest  and  support.

1.  Hospitals.

The  Council’s  Abattoir  continues  to  be  used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
for  the  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption.  The  area 
supplied  by  the  Abattoir  includes  that  of  the  Hexham  Urban  District 
Council,  the  Hexham  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Bellingham  Rural 
District  Council. 


During  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  Swine  Fever  Order  and 
subsequent  regulations,  a number  of  pigs  were  forwarded  to  the  Abattoir 
and  slaughtered  under  licence.  Such  licences  are  granted  only  by  a 
veterinary  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  enable 
pigs  which  are  apparently  healthy  to  be  moved  from  restricted  areas  to 
an  abattoir  for  slaughter.
